Jr., of York, a past national presi­ 
dent 
of

Eagles, told an audience of 500 per­ 
sons Sunday afternoon in the local 
Eagles* home during exercises mark­ 
ing the initiation of 109 new m em ­ 
bers. 
Mr. Heller was the chief speaker 
of the afternoon, while the degree 
team from the York aerie c o n d u c t ­ 
ed degree work in the initiation of 
the clasvS of new' members which 
sent the 
rolls of the Gettysburg 
lodge, No. 1562, above 1,000 for the 
current year. 
Tile program began 
at 2:30 o’clock.

lowed a m onthly meeting of the 
tenth 
district 
association 
of 
the 
Eagles of the state which was held 
at the Chambersburg street lodge 
home.

Urges United Action 
In his address Mr. Heller em pha­ 
sized the need for united action by 
Americans in promoting advance of 
our democratic form of government 
but pointed to signs of internal dis­ 
union 
He said in part: 
"In our country today employer 
and employe stand arrayed against 
each other. 
On both sides there is 
bitterness and stubborn refusal to 
co-operate, 
AMeanwhile, both cap­ 
ital and labor suffer. 
"The Fraternal Order of Eagles— 
which has in its ranks both work­ 
ing 
men 
and 
employers—is 
w'ell 
aware of the problems that both 
groups face. 
But we believe that 
the m ajorities of men in each group 
are fair minded. 
They are devoted 
to the best interests of the United 
States. They are willing to do their 
utmost to bring about a friendly 
agreem ent between employer and 
employe,” the lodge leader asserted. 
The speaker, stating that better 
understanding 
between these 
two 
groups is possible of achievement. 
said that m any large corporate busi­ 
nesses are accomplishing it in a 
practical manner. 
"The Eagles fraternity, which has 
in the past been active in the sup­ 
port of -.such hum anitarian legisla­ 
tion as m others’ pension, old age 
pension, and workmen’s compensa­ 
tion laws, now has a bill before con­ 
gress, called the Eagles’-Ludlow bill 
for the stabilization of employment, 
that would guarantee to the worker 
and capital alike a fair return from 
their joint enterprise," the Yorker 
stated. 
"The Eagles’ bill provides for the 
establishm ent of a federal industrial 
commission. 
This 
group, 
which 
would be com posed of specialists, 
would study conditions in the fields 
of agriculture, commerce, and in ­ 
dustry. 
It would report regularly to 
the 
President 
and 
to 
Congress, 
pointing out danger signs, and sug­ 
gesting m ethods of averting or cor­ 
recting 
econom ic 
maladjustments 
that cause depressions,’’ Mr. Heller 
said and explained details of the 
Eagles’ econom ic program for the 
nation.

W ashington, Jan. 2 (AP)—Prank 
Murphy, former governor of M ich­ 
igan and firm adherent of new deal 
politics, cam e to the capital today 
to be sworn in as attorney general. 
“I face a difficult job, but I would 
not have it otherwise,” Murphy said 
at Detroit Sunday just after the 
W hite House announced his a p ­ 
pointm ent. He left at once by train 
for W ashington. 
President 
Roosevelt invited 
the 
red-headed, 45-year-old M urphy to 
take the oath in the W hite House 
Jtudy where on Christmas eve H arry 
Hopkins, form er W/.P.A. adm inis­ 
trator, was sworn in as secretary of 
Commerce. 
Like Hopkins, he long 
has been a close friend and support­ 
er of the chief executive. 
The President’s choice to succeed 
Attorney 
General 
Homer 
C um ­ 
mings, who is retiring to private 
law practice, came as no surprise. 
M urphy’s defeat by a republican last 
November made him available for a 
federal post, and he and Solicitor 
General Robert H. Jackson had been 
regarded as the leading candidates 
to head the Justice departm ent. 
M urphy still faces one hurdle— 
senate 
confirmation. 
Predictions 
were general th at the appointm ent 
ultim ately would be approved, but 
several senators indicated he would 
be 
questioned 
closely 
about 
his 
handling of M ichigan’s automobile 
sit-down strikes in 1937. 
Testim ony that Murphy had pre­ 
vented enforcem ent of a court order 
to evict strikers was given this sum ­ 
m er to the Dies committee investi­ 
gating un-Am erican activities, but 
later was criticized by 
President 
Roosevelt as one-sided. 
Stephen

press secretary, made it clear in a n ­ 
nouncing 
M urphy’s 
appointm ent 
th a t he probably would be called 
upon to help frame a government 
re-organlzation bill—substitute for 
the m easure shelved by the house 
last spring.

capital for today's ceremony were 
his 
brother, 
Recorder’s 
Judge 
George Murphy, and hts sister. Mrs. 
M argaret 
Teahan, official 
hostess 
for her bachelor brother. 
The 
new attorney general can 
point to a humble background He 
was born in a one-room log cabin 
at H arbor Beach, Michigan, April 
13, 1893. 
His father was a country 
lawyer. 
M urphy got his first smell of po­ 
litical gunpowder in Woodrow W il­ 
son's 1912 campaign. 
It launched 
him on a career which took him 
first to the Detroit recorder’s court 
bench, then the mayor's post in De­ 
troit. and finally the governorship 
A captain in Hie 85th division, he 
gained overseas experience during 
the World war which stood him in 
good stead when Mr. Roosevelt ap ­ 
pointed him governor general of the 
Philippine islands in 1933. He had a 
prom inent part In framing the is­ 
land's present constitution but re­ 
turned to Michigan to campaign in 
1936 for President Roosevelt's re- 
election and his own election as gov­ 
ernor. 
It was shortly after Murphy be­ 
came governor that the C I O. be­ 
gan 
an 
organization 
campaign 
among 
Michigan industries. 
Tile 
sit-down strikes soon developed, and 
Muphy took personal charge of ne­ 
gotiations. 
W orking clay and night, he kept 
representatives of labor and indus­ 
try at a conference table until peace 
was made. 
His course, however, 
aroused criticism in some quarters, 
which contended he should have 
adopted stern measures against the 
strikers.

Highway fatalities in the area cov­ 
ered by th e G ettysburg substation 
of the state m otor police, w hich is 
largely confined to A dam s county, 
were cut last year to on e-h alf th e 
total for 1937 and 40 fewer persons 
were 
injured In 
traffic 
accidents 
w hich were them selves reduced by 
about o n e-fourth an d th e property 
loss was reduced by m ore th a n $10,- 
000. 
Those facts are revealed in a sum ­ 
m ary of th e m onthly reports filed 
by the m em bers of th e G ettysburg 
detail during 1938 and are a ttrib u t­ 
ed by the police chiefly to a reduc­ 
tion in the average driving .speed of 
m otorists by th e enforcem ent of tho 
50 m ile lim it. 
20 D eaths in 1937 
In 1937 tw enty people died in tr a f ­ 
fic accidents in th is area. L ast year 
there were IO deaths, an d six of th e 
victim s were eith er standing or w alk­ 
ing along the highw ays w hen they 
received their fatal injuries. 
In 1937 there were 273 crashes an d 
248 persons injured. 
L ast year 208 
accidents were investigated in w hich 
208 persons were injured. 
In 
1937 
autom obiles and o th er 
property suffered dam age estim ated 
a t $43,110. 
L ast year the accident 
bill was $33,000. 
Tile decrease in the accident toll 
came in spite of the fact th a t few er 
m otorists were arrested last year 
th a n in 1937. 
The 1938 total of a r ­ 
rests was about 860, while th e 193? 
total was alm ost 1.000. 
M ost of th e 
arrests last year were for speeding. 
M ost accidents in 1938 occurred in 
A ugust w hen 30 were investigated in 
which 33 persons were h u rt, none 
fatally. Septem ber had the heaviest 
dam age bill of any m onth a t $6,053. 
O ctober was a close second in th e 
num ber of accidents w ith 29 in 
w hich three persons — two of them 
state m otor policem en — were killed. 
February Safest M onth 
The safest m onth last year was 
February, w hich passed w ithout a n

mediate clashes over relief and de­ 
fense policies were in prospect today 
as members of congress began as­ 
sembling for a crucial session, which 
will put President Roosevelt's lead­ 
ership to new tests. 
Vice President Garner and Speak­ 
er Bankhead will call the session to 
order .at noon Tuesday. The Presi­ 
dent will deliver his annual message 
Wednesday, and the battle will be 
on. 
Even before the formal opening, 
however, members of the strength­ 
ened republican minority were de­ 
manding a re-organization of VV.P.A. 
activities and were urging caution 
in developing an armament pro­ 
gram. 
Democratic leaders, on the other 
hand, 
expressed 
confidence 
their 
reduced majority would carry out 
the administration's wishes on these 
and other major issues 
Rep. Rayburn <D-Texas>, unop­ 
posed for re-election as democratic 
floor leader, commented: 
I Hunk our party is going to work 
together this session and be very 
harmonious." 
Rayburn and other veteran demo­ 
crats were greeting new party mem­ 
bers in advance of the house demo­ 
cratic caucus this afternoon. Offices 
and capitol corridors were filled with 
legislators renewing acquaintances, 
discussing the November elections, 
and speculating on the 1940 presi­ 
dential campaign. 
Republican house members, whose 
total of 169 is nearly double their 
number in the 1938 session, will meet 
tonight to choose a minority leader. 
Rep. Martin of Massachusetts, far in 
tile lead for the position, said Sun­ 
day night in a radio speech hailing 
the republican gains: 
• The rubber stamp days are over! 
Gone are tile days of court-packing, 
crack-down and purge! The Ameri­ 
can people once more are the mas­ 
ters of their own government and 
are therefore free." 
Before the meeting Barkley, who 
was reelected democratic leader of 
the senate Saturday, disclosed that 
an appropriation to operate W.P.A, 
until July I would be the first busi­ 
ness of the new congress. 
He predicted the administration 
would ask for S500.000.000 to $750,- 
000.000, inasmuch as WP.A. funds 
w iii run out early in February. 
Debate on this emergency appro­ 
priation was expected to touch off a 
general discussion of relief admini­ 
stration. especially since a senate 
committee report on complaints of 
•‘politics in relief' will be made pub­ 
lic shortly. 
On the heels of the relief debate 
will come a study of the President's 
defense 
recommendations, 
which 
will be made in a special message. 
He is expected to advocate a large 
expansion of the air forces along 
with smaller increases in other army 
and navy branches. 
Chairman Walsh (D-Mass.) of the 
senate affairs committee, however, 
cautioned 
against 
“building 
too 
many aircraft which might be out­ 
moded almost as soon as they are 
put into service. ’ 
Although members freely express­ 
ed the belief that congress would 
accept in principle whatever defense 
program is submitted, they predicted 
there would be a bitter fight over 
the amount of money to be author­ 
ized at once. ,

Dinard, France IAP) — A 21- 
year-old Russian prince — who has 
never been in Russia — is studying 
against the day “when my people 
may recall me to rule them.” 
The death of his father last 
October left Grand Duke Vladimir 
Cyrilovitch as the claimant, or pre­ 
tender, to the non-existent throne 
of the Czars. 
His home here is a comparatively 
humble cottage, where he has been 
Tving attended by one servant and 
his secretary since his father’s death. 
“Czar” 
Vladimir 
received 
the 
writer in the small study of his 
eight-room typical Breton cottage, 
which stands in the middle of tiny 
St. Briac. 
Surrounding it are the 
only slightly smaller homes of local 
fisher folk. 
It is in the middle of 
a small garden, enclosed by a high 
hedge. 
‘An Awful Mess’ 
Tile Grand Duke said he thought 
the political situation of Europe was 
“in an awful mess.” 
He would not comment on a 
rumor in London political circles to 
the effect that Germany plans to 
establish him as puppet ruler of an 
independent 
Ukranian 
kingdom. 
Ho did not care to discuss Russian 
politics, or his chances of being 
called to rule the Russians. 
Full-faced 
and 
heavy-set, 
the 
Grand Duke is an even six feet tall, 
ile is informal and democratic. 
He is fond of animals, especial­ 
ly dogs, and has two large police 
dogs one of which is a born and 
bred American, given to him by a 
friend. 
His favorite sport is golf, and he 
can be found almost any afternoon 
on the Dinard course. 
Tire young Russian pretender said 
the death of his father had left 
him entirely without plans for the 
future but added he would continue 
to prepare himself for eventual rule. 
“I shall continue to study and 
make myseli ready for the day 
when my jreople may recall me to 
rule them.” 
Until he received his bachelor of 
science 
degree 
at 
the 
Franco- 
Russian Lycee in Paris, Vladimir 
studied 
under private tutors, 
at 
home. For tire last two years, how­ 
ever. he has been studying economics 
at the University of London. Soon 
he may change to Oxford or Cam­ 
bridge. 
Besides his native Russian, he 
speaks English, French and Germair 
fluently, changes from one language 
to another without hesitation. 
The.usaiids of Followers 
The position of White Russians 
was unified and strengthened after 
tire death of Cyril with the re­ 
nunciation of any claim to the 
tlirone by the Grand Duke Dmitri 
Up to th at time, Russian mon­ 
archists had been split into two 
camps. 
Now, however. Vladimir will direct 
tire activities of the hundreds of 
thousands of his followers. 
These 
activities, taking mostly the form of 
propaganda and diplomacy, are di­ 
rected almost entirely toward Rus­ 
sians 
residing 
abroad. 
The 
di­ 
plomacy is occupied with trying to 
find 
governments 
to 
back 
their 
claims. 
Tlu1 Grand Duke was born August 
30, 1917, in Finland, diming the 
| Russian Revolution. 
He has two 
sisters, the Grand Duchesses Ma­ 
rie Cyrilovna, who is married to 
Prince Charles, of Leiningen, and 
Kyra Cyrilovra, wife of Prince Louis 
FerdUiand, grandson of the former 
German Kaiser and former em­ 
ployee of Henry Ford.

But then we get into the 
routine of everyday living; dealing j 
with petty, peevish hum anity; gaz­

SAVE $150 


W ashington, Jan. 2 (AP)—Frank 
M urphy, former governor of M ich­ 
igan and finn adherent of new deal 
politics, came to the capital today 
to be sworn in as attorney general. 
“I face a difficult job, but I would 
not have it otherwise,” M urphy said 
a t D etroit Sunday just after the 
W hite 
House announced his ap ­ 
pointm ent. He left at once by train 
for W ashington. 
President Roosevelt 
invited 
the 
red-headed, 45-year-old M urphy to 
take the oath in the W lijte House 
study where on Christm as eve Harry 
Hopkins, former WaP.A. adm inis­ 
trator, was sworn in as secretary of 
Commerce. 
Like Hopkins, he long 
has been a close friend and support­ 
er of the chief executive. 
The President’s choice to succeed 
Attorney 
General 
Homer 
Cum­ 
mings, who is retiring to private 
law practice, came as no surprise. 
M urphy s defeat by a republican last 
November made him available for u 
federal post, and lie and Solicitor 
G eneral Robert H. Jackson had been 
regarded as the leading candidates 
to head the Justice departm ent. 
M urphy still faces one hurdle— 
senate 
confirmation. 
Predictions 
were general th at the appointm ent 
ultim ately would be approved, but 
several senators indicated he would 
be 
questioned 
closely 
about 
hie 
handling of M ichigan’s automobile 
sit-down strikes in 1937. 
Testimony th a t Murphy had pre­ 
vented enforcem ent of a court order 
to evict strikers was given this sum ­ 
mer to the Dies committee investi­ 
gating un-Am erican activities, but 
later 
was criticized by President 
Roosevelt as one-sided. 
Stephen 
Early, 
the 
President's 
press secretary, made it clear in an ­ 
nouncing 
M urphy’s 
appointm ent 
th a t he probably would be called 
upon to help fram e a government 
re-organization bill—substitute for 
the m easure shelved by tile house 
last spring. 
Accompanying 
Murphy 
to 
the 
capital for today’s ceremony were 
his 
brother, 
Recorder’s 
Judge 
George Murphy, and his sister, Mrs. 
M argaret Teahan, official hostess 
for her bachelor brother. 
The new attorney general can 
point to a humble background. He 
was born in a one-room log cabin 
at H urbor Beach, Michigan, April 
13. 1893. 
His father was a country 
lawyer. 
Murphy got his first smell of po­ 
litical gunpowder in Woodrow Wil­ 
son’s 1912 campaign. 
It launched 
hun on a career which took him 
first to the Detroit recorder's court 
bench, then the m ayor’s post in De­ 
troit, and finally the governorship. 
A captain in the 85th division, lie 
gained overseas experience during 
the World war which stood him in 
good stead when Mr. Roosevelt ap ­ 
pointed him governor general of the 
Philippine islands in 1933. He had a 
prom inent part in framing the is­ 
land’s present constitution but re­ 
turned to Michigan to campaign in 
1936 for President Roosevelt’s re­ 
election und his own election as gov­ 
ernor. 
It was shortly after Murphy be­ 
came governor th at the C I O . bo­ 
gan 
un 
organization 
campaign 
among 
Micliigan 
industries. 
Tile 
sit-down strikes soon developed, and 
Muphy took personal charge of ne­ 
gotiations. 
Working day and night, he kept 
representatives of labor and indus­ 
try at a conference table until peace 
was made. 
His course, however, 
aroused criticism in some quarters, 
which contended he should have 
adopted stem measures against the 
strikers.
